to the peerage ar Baron Burnham.

Henored by Jonenndisis,

On the oceasion of his elghtieth birthe-
day, in 194, the journalists of Great Hrit-
win poid a remarkable tribute of their re-
spoct, A lprge delegution headed by Lord
Northeliffe vigited Lord Burnham's coun-
try houte wnd presented an nddresas to the
dogen of newspaper proprietors, which
wns sigped by all the lewding British
newspaper men. Messages of congratula-
tlons were sent by the kKing and gueen,
by many public men and organieations,
and telegrams of congratulations came

Telegraph wos one of hard work and
steady advancement from a smull begin.

He selected the latter purauit, His father
was head of a printing firm, and in 1865
had acquired a amsl] newspaper, the
Dally Telegraph and Courler, Young

For many years the Dally Telegraph
was the largest London paper in the
number of ity columns, and probably no
